I conclute from this evidence that the assertion in the WAGON darOn? 
is a blatant, e;nical fabrication. Although Anthony Lewis has made his 
predilections clear ("ane you didn't get much in the way of applause for doing 
the job, did you?"), I will hope that his integrity as a reporter will lead hin 
now, if belatedly, to challenge Earl Warren's self-serving denial that "anything" 
in the WANKUN RePORT has been discredited. I will even hope that the New York 
Tiwes finally will place a higher premium on the determination of historical 
fact than on serving as the public relations bureau for the fraudulent WARREN Ruront.
